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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 
For the Year ending February 15, 1909. 


To the District and Town of Chesterfield: 


All of our schools have been broken up more or less by 
sickness. But we think as a whole they have proved generally 
satisfactory. 

The spring term in District No. 9 was broken up by an 
epidemic of measles. 

The fall term of schools at the center village and west 
part of the town were cut short on account of a small pox 
scare, and the per cent of attendance greatly lessened. 

We have found this year, as in other years past, a lack of 
attention or the indifference of parents in educational work. 
The one great demand of superintendents, school boards and 
teachers, is that the parents know how their children are pro- 
geressing. And when any troubles arise if the parents would 
_go to the school board in a friendly way the trouble might be 
over-come. 

They should hear both sides of the story and be sure to 
investigate thoroughly, and not believe any story second- 
hand. 

Although we have no superintendent, we hope the time 
will come when you do have one., for we are told by those in 
positions to know, that schools that have a superintendent are 
far ahead of those which do not.
